Applicant respectfully requests that the referenced application be accorded special status 
as an application for an invention which qualifies under MPEP Section 708.02 XI as an invention 
for countering terrorism. Specifically, the methods and apparatuses disclosed in the above- 
identified application form the basis for significantly enhanced means to perform biometric 
authentication of people. As such, this technology is applicable to a significant number of 
applications that secure the infrastructure of the United States against terroristic activities. For 

example, the sensors described in the application can be used to secure sensitive areas of airport 
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facilities, and airplanes themselves, to ensure that passengers who check-in are the same as the 
ones who board a plane, and to expedite pre-screened frequent travelers past airport security 
checkpoints to reduce congestion and facilitate closer scrutiny of non-screened travelers. The 
sensors disclosed are also applicable to commercial trucking as a means to prevent unauthorized 
people from gaining control over a commercial truck carrying hazardous or flammable material 
and potentially using the vehicle in a suicide bomb attempt. The disclosed technology also has 
application to enhance identification/card security by providing another means to ensure that the 
holder of a security card is truly the authorized owner.
